OLD LANDMARK TO 
BE RAZED FOR A 
MODERN BUILDING 


Washington Hotel To 
Be Replaced By New 
Structure; 
Bus 
Terminal. 


Another 
Gettysburg 
landmark, 
which has stood since the time when ‘ 
the memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary, will soon be discarded in , 
line with the building development of 
the town, when wreckers 
will tear 
down the old Washington Hotel, at 
th'' southwest comer of Carlisle street 
and the Western Maryland railroad. 
The building, probably a century 
old, is to bo razed by its owners, * 
Postm asttr Robert C. Miller, .J. Law­ 
rence Williams, F.sq., arid IV J. For­ 
ney, proprietor of the National Ga­ 
rage, to make way eventually for a 
modern structure to be used for offices 
and mainly as a terminal 
for the, 
busses of the Gettysburg-Harrisburg 
Transportation 
Company, 
which 
is 
also owned by the same three citi­ 
zens. 
Property Value Increases 
This proposed new structure, which ! 
it is planned to make modem in every 
respect, will rdd to the rapid property 
development of the .section on Carlisle 
stree t between Center Square and the 
railroad, which has enjoyed a greater 
boom in recent years than any other j 
section of similar size in the commun­ 
ity, 'which incidentally has eliminated 
ninny ‘'eye sores:11 -

Beginning with the erection 
six 
years ago of tho fine new building 
of The Times and News Publishing 
Company by W. Lavere H afir, which 
the latter sold with his newspapers 
and job printing plant three years 
ago, followed by the erection of the 
valuable annex by the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg Company, with its many attrac­ 
tive features in aa architectural way, 
the third modern building in the block 
is now promised. And it is said that 
an effort is to be made to persuade the 
Western Maryland Railroad Company 
to erect a new station directly across 
the street from the old Washington 
Hotel to further enhance the beauty 
and value of the property .in 1 this 
block. 
Plan Bus Terminal 
It is planned by the bus line own­ 
ers to eventually house all the equip­ 
ment of the company on the site of 
the Washington House, a large lot in 
the rear of the building being part 
of the property, and thereby release 
for transient business the space in 
the National Garage now taken by the 
large busses.
